teachers were graduated in Cali- 
fornia this year, and candidates for 
teacher credentials have dropped to 
one-third of the pre-war level. 
School attendance, already at an 
all-time high, is expected to double 
within five to ten years, confront- 
ing the school system with a very 
difficult situation, 

The amendment will particularly 
aid school districts that have less 
than average tax income per school 
child. (Albany is among such dis- 
tricts.) The amendment will pro- 
vide that not less than $90 per pu- 
pil of the $120 be allocated and 
that the other $30 per pupil be 
distributed on an equalization basis 
by the Legislature at the next reg- 
ular session, using two factors of 
equalization: (1) the wealth per 
district, and (2) the educational 
level of the school, 

Equalization means collecting the 
money where the wealth is and 
spending it where the children are,
